Avila  College  Commits  to  Health  Care 
for  the  Underprivileged 


Avila  College  and  Swope  Parkway  Health 
Center,  a community  health  center  serving 
Kansas  City's  inner  city,  have  joined  forces 
with  local  churches  to  help  combat  the 
growing  problem  of  health  care  for  the 
underprivileged  which  has  spread  throughout 
Kansas  City  as  well  as  the  nation.  Together 
these  institutions  have  formed  the  Health 
Ministry  Program  which  is  a three-prong  plan 
to  educate  and  provide  health  care  resources 
to  inner  city  residents. 

The  Health  Ministry  Program  (HMP)  is 
funded  through  a four-year  grant  from  the 
Robert  Wood  Johnson  Foundation,  with 
matching  funds  from  the  following 
foundations:  The  Greater  Kansas  City 
Community  Foundation,  H&R  Block 
Foundation,  The  Hall  Family  Foundation, 
Oppenstein  Brothers  Foundation,  The  John  & 
Effie  Speas  Foundation  (administered  by  The 
Boatmen's  Bank),  and  the  Sosland  Foundation. 

HMP  focuses  on  40  inner  city  churches  with  a 
total  membership  of  39,000.  One  male  and  one 
female  from  each  church  will  be  chosen  and 
formally  trained  by  Avila  College  nursing 
faculty  and  staff,  these  church  volunteers  will 
not  be  able  to  administer  medical  treatments. 
However  they  will  be  trained  to  make  referrals 
to  community  agencies  and  services,  offer 
support  and  encourage  compliance  with 
prescribed  treatments,  facilitate  self  help  and 
support  groups,  and  make  health  care 
presentations  to  their  fellow  parishioners.  In 
addition,  they  will  receive  special  in-service 
training  from  Swope  Parkway  and  have 
available  the  opportunity  to  become  familiar 
with  the  array  of  services  Swope  Parkway 
provides. 


The  uniqueness  of  the  Health  Ministry 
Program,  which  distinguishes  it  from  other 
models  of  preventive  health  care  programs  is 
that  HMP  incorporates  inner  city  churches  into 
the  plan.  "The  church  is  a natural  funnel  for 
health  education,"  Susan  Hildebrand, 
chairperson  for  Avila's  department  of  nursing, 
said.  "Community  members  trust  their 
churches  and  look  to  them  for  help  and 
guidance.  It  is  often  through  the  church  that 
social  and  political  barriers  are  overcome  and 
progress  achieved." 

Both  Avila  College  and  Swope  Parkway 
Health  Center  are  optimistic  about  the  results 
of  the  program.  "When  researching  the  idea 
behind  the  Health  Ministry  Program,  we  knew 
that  there  was  a definite  potential  for 
establishing  a successful  system  of  illness 
prevention  through  the  churches,"  Hildebrand 
stated.  Avila's  nursing  program  is  well 
respected  and  has  roots  that  stem  to  1948 
when  it  became  the  first  baccalaureate  nursing 
program  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri. 

As  for  the  commitment  of  the  churches 
involved  in  the  HMP,  the  following  quote 
from  Rev.  James  D.  Tindall  best  describes  the 
enthusiasm  for  the  program.  "I  am  excited,  not 
only  as  a minister  and  pastor;  but,  as  a 
community  leader.  We  have  long  awaited  this 
much  needed  service  in  the  church  and 
community."

Avila  People  In  Profile 

Professor  & Student  Team  Up  To  Help  Teens 

"Grow  Days",  the  phrase  could  describe  a variety  of  things 
— planting,  expanding,  sprouting  Inside  Avila's  Nursing 
and  Psychology  departments,  "Grow  Days"  is  a culmination 
of  all  three,  though  it  has  nothing  to  do  with  a garden. 

Linda  Huber,  associate  professor  of  nursing  at  Avila,  and 
Mary  Heely,  a senior  psychology  student,  recognized  that 
junior-high  age  students  have  a need  to  develop  their  self- 
esteem and  deal  with  changes  in  their  lives.  Their 
recognition  of  this  growing  need  evolved  into  what  they 
fondly  named  "Grow  Days",  a year-long  activity  that  in  most 
cases  serves  to  make  an  impact  on  the  rest  of  a student's  life. 

After  an  introduction  to  "Grow  Days",  which  is  usually  held 
away  from  the  school  environment,  Linda  and  Mary  meet 
with  an  eighth  grade  class  once  a month  for  an  afternoon  of 
sharing  thoughts  and  communicating  general  concerns. 

These  sessions  are  filled  with  exercises  that  incorporate  and 
teach  lessons  about  faith,  friendship,  values  and  self-worth 

"The  eighth  grade  seems  to  be  a time  of  increased 
responsibility  and  change,"  Linda  says  'The  students  are 
learning  how  to  deal  with  new  problems  that  arise  as  a result 
of  peer  pressure,  academic  challenges  and  friendships. 
According  to  Linda  this  transition  period  can  make  a student 
question  everything  in  his/her  life.  "Grow  Days  is  one  way 
to  help  these  young  adults  address  their  questions  and 
concerns  without  anyone  providing  textbook  answers  for 
them.  Linda  and  Mary  simply  present  subjects  and  let  the 
class  do  the  work. 

In  one  particular  instance,  a class  was  brought  closer 
together  by  its  taking  part  in  a special  "Grow  Days"  exercise. 
Each  student  was  given  a sheet  of  paper  to  wear  on  his/her 
back  while  fellow  classmates  were  instructed  to  write  a 
positive  message  on  each  other's  backs.  The  moral  of  this 
exercise  is  that  when  we  talk  behind  a person  s back  it 
doesn't  have  to  be  negative. 

In  addition  to  interpersonal  counseling,  Mary  and  Linda 
present  situations  and  issues  such  as  homelessness  and 
neglect  with  which  many  students  have  never  had  to  deal. 
The  students  are  taught  \o  realize  that  they  can  help  change 
the  world  around  them  if  only  they  work  together. 

Do  these  eighth  graders  really  appreciate  and  understand 
"Grow  Days"?  According  to  Mary  Heely,  after  a full  year  of 
participating  in  a variety  of  self-discovery  exercises  such  as 
"Sacred  Craziness",  "1  am  Me ",  and  "Bag  People"  these 
students  are  really  in  touch  with  themselves  and  each  other. 

Linda  and  Mary  spend  a lot  of  time  preparing  for  "Grow 
Days"  but  both  admit  that  it's  time  well  spent.  "At  the  end  of 
the  day  we  sometimes  plan  to  distribute  to  the  students 
letters  that  their  parents  wrote  to  them,"  Mary  explained. 
These  letters  contain  thoughts  and  sentiments  that  parents 
sometimes  forget  to  express  to  their  children.  "When  I'm 
asked  if  all  this  work  is  worth  it,  I just  take  a minute  and 
recall  the  faces  of  those  kids  after  they  read  their  letters  and  1 
know  without  a doubt,  it  is."  "Grow  Days"  may  not  have 
anything  to  do  with  a garden,  but  the  fruit  that  is  yielded  is 
just  as  sweet.

Special  Tax  Tip:  Savings  Bonds  now  pay 

tax-free  interest  for  a college  education 


Series  EE  bonds  issued  after  December  31, 
1989,  earn  tax-free  interest  for  many  taxpayers 
if  the  bonds  are  used  to  finance  a college 
education.  Series  EE  bonds  usually  earn  tax- 
deferred  interest  that  is  taxed  when  you 
redeem  the  bonds.  To  qualify  for  tax-free 
interest  you  must  pay  tuition  and  other  fees  at 
a college  or  vocational  school  in  the  year  the 
bonds  are  redeemed  Expenditures  for  room 
and  board  do  not  count.  You  take  the  amount 
spent  on  tuition  and  fees  during  the  year, 
subtract  any  scholarships  or  other  assistance 
provided  to  defray  those  expenses,  and  the  re- 
maining amount  is  the  savings  bond  interest 
you  can  earn  tax  free  for  the  year. 

There  are  additional  requirements.  The  bond 
owner  must  have  purchased  the  bonds  after 
reaching  age  24,  which  means  that  you,  the 
parent,  have  to  buy  the  bonds  directly  instead 


of  giving  money  to  the  child  to  buy  the  bonds 
or  buying  them  in  the  child's  name.  The  edu- 
cation expenses  must  have  been  incurred  by 
you,  your  spouse,  or  your  dependents,  which 
prevents  grandparents  from  buying  the  bonds 
and  taking  the  tax  exemption.  Married  indi- 
viduals must  file  joint  returns  to  take  the 
exclusion,  and  the  bonds  must  be  owned 
individually  by  you  or  jointly  with  your 
spouse.  There  also  is  an  income  limitation. 

The  interest  exemption  is  allowed  only  to 
taxpayers  whose  modified  adjusted  gross 
income  is  no  more  than  $90,000  on  a joint 
return  and  $55,000  for  a single  taxpayer.  The 
exclusion  is  phased  out  for  modified  adjusted 
gross  incomes  between  $60,000  and  $90,000  on 
a joint  return  and  $40,000  and  $55,000  for 
single  persons.  Modified  adjusted  gross 
income  is  adjusted  gross  income  plus  IRA 
deductions  and  taxable  Social  Security  benefits.
